Continued irom page 1 
than votes in this part of 
the county, you can rest as¬ 
sured. The San Dimas team 
has already been reorgan¬ 
ized along the sheriff’s or¬ 
ders and the Altadena unit 
likewise may be absorbed.” 

AT A MEETING FRIDAY 

at the sheriff’s offices in 
Los Angeles, with Under- 
slV e r i f f Hal Marlow, the 
Sierra Madre team, which 
recently effected its 378th 
rescue in the San Gabriel 
Mountains, unanimously re¬ 
fused to change the SMSRT 
patches for the standard 
sheriff’s insignia or permit 
the sheriff to name its 
leader. 

Incidentally, it is the only 
group in the county which 
works with bloodhounds in 
rescue work. 

Marlow’s answer was, ac- 
cwrding to the Sierra Madre 
man, “You are officially no¬ 
tified that you are no longer 
connected with the sheriff’s 
department.”
